GELSENKIRCHEN, Germany, May 
29.—A mass meeting of 10,000 strik- 
ing miners in this district has been 
called for this afternoon to consider 
an offer from the industrials to end 
the strike. It was indicated in ad- 
vance that the settlement proposals 


would be overwheimingly rejected, 
the strikers being more determined 
than ever to hold outsfor their full 
demands. 

It was estimated by a union off- 
cial today that 300,000 miners now 
are on strike in the Ruhr out of a 
total of 510,000. In addition, there 
are 160,000 repair men and helpers 
striking, ‘as well as 70,000 metal 
workers, making the total of strikers 
more than a half million. 

The Gelsenkirchen district is the 
scene of much disturbance. Strikers 
have been making the rounds of a 
number of mines to see that nobody 
stays on the job. In one instance a 
number of substitute workers were 
compelled to march in the ranks of 
the visitors through a communist 
center, where the onlookers jeered 
the nonstrikers and bombarded them 
with missiles. 

Although the Government of Sax- 
ony denies that any disorders have 
occurred in Dresden, the Berlin news- 
papers today publish dispatches de- 
picting the situation in Dresden as 
serious, owing to distress among the 
unemployed, who are marching and 
demonstrating through the city.

HE protest that is being made at 
present about the proposal to discon- 
tinue the summer recreational and vo- 
cational activities indicates that the pub- 
he of St. Louis is far more interested in 


a forward-looking program of education 
than it is in cutting down the expense of) 
ydministration. While the elimination of 
these valuable educational activities 
would be a serious loss to the children, 
it is well to note that a far more serious 
problem, affecting many more children, 
is now before the Board of Education 
and the public. The efficiency of the 
schools depends almost wholly upon the_ 
quality and kind of instruction the pupils 
receive, and these, in turn, depend al- 
most entirely upon the ability, prepara- 
tion, skill and character of the teachers 

On several occasions during recent 
years the high school teachers have urged 
upon the Superintendent of Instruction 
and the Board of Education the need of 
creating a better future outlook for the 
teaching profession of St. Louls by pay- 
ing adequate salaries. It is certain that 
not many expert teachers will be 
tracted to our high schools while many 
other cities pay salaries ranging up to 
$1200 a year more than the maximum 
paid here. Therefore, it is evident that 
a continuance of the unsatisfactory sal- 
ary situation now obtaining will ultimatc, 
ly cause a lowering of the standards of 
our high schools. In addition to these 
facts, there is an element of humanita- | 
rianism entering into the situation. | 
Teachers must live and provide for their 
families. They are expected to live re- 
spectably. Indeed, they would be unfit 
to lead the growing boys and girls 
through the critical high school period 
of life if their ideals were such that they 
would be satisfied to live otherwise. The 
problem confronting them is how to ac- 
complish the task with the salaries they 
receive. 

Since 1913, and, in fact, for several 
years prior to that time, the salary 
echedule for high school teachers has 
been increased only 46 per cent, while 
living costs since that time advanced 
nearly 120 per cent up to 1920, and are 
now about 70 per cent above the average 
for 1913. The accumulated shortage dur- |
